Red Deer man killed in highway pileup

A 46-yearK)ld Red Deer man was 
killed Marrh 6 during a multi-vehi¬ 
cle collision on the Queen Elizabeth 
11 Highway south of Westcott Road 
between Didsbury and Carstairs. 

The man was driving southbound 
in a green Chevy Astro van when he 
was involved in a chain-reaction col¬ 
lision with several vehicles. A woman 
and child who were also in the Astro 
were tran-sported to Calgary hospitals 
with what police described as “non- 
life-threatening iryuries.” 

“Our investigation into the fatal 
portion of the collision is continu¬ 
ing. However, it is noted that weather 


conditions were a contributing factor,” 
said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson of tbe Didsbury 
RCMP. 

The fatal collision occurred shortly 
after 8 am. and was one of two multi¬ 
vehicle collisions within about .'iOO 
metres of each other. Another multi¬ 
vehicle collision occurred .500 metres 
to the south, about two kilometres 
north of the Carstairs overpass. 

Didsbury RCMP attended the scene 
to assist the Airdrie integrated traffic 
unit, which took control of the scene. 
RCMP members from Olds, an Airdrie 
rural RCMP member and peace offi¬ 
cers from Didsbury also attended the 
scene to provide assistance. Didsbury 
peace officers assisted by rerouting 
traffic off the QE II at the Didsbury 


overpass. 

A detour was put in place around 
the scenes from £d)out 9 am. to 3 p.m. 
while police conducted their investi¬ 
gation. People involved in the colli¬ 
sions who weren’t ipjured were trans¬ 
ported to a reception centre set up in 
Carstairs. 

A dark brown and black Burmese 
moimtain dog cross with white and bght 
brown markings around its face ('scaped 
from one of the vehicles involv(>d in the 
collisions and was still missing as of 
March 6, according to police. 

“We don’t know the name and 
we don’t know the gender, we don’t 
know the age. We just know that it’s a 
Burmese mountain dog cross that was 
in one of the vehicles and upon first 


opportunity fled (the scene),” said Cpl. 
Warren Wright. 

Along with all the police person¬ 
nel, the Didsbury and Carstairs fire 
departments, emergency medical ser¬ 
vices personnel an(l sheriffs’ staff also 
provided assistance at the crash sites. 

Jacobson said during adverse driv¬ 
ing conditions such as those that were 
experienced on March 6, members 
of the travelling public should drive 
defensively according to road and 
weather conditions. 

“We want to encourage people to 
certainly drive to the conditions when 
visibility is reduced to ensure you give 
yourself plenty of space between the 
vehicles in front of you and to slow 
down,” he said.

Less than a month after 
announcing plans to improve 
the province’s child interven¬ 
tion system, the Redford gov¬ 
ernment has moved forward 
with another important child- 
related initiative. 

Following a two-day multi¬ 
stakeholder round table con¬ 
ference that looked at the 
province’s children’s care 
system, the government says 
it will be making more men¬ 
tal health support available 
for abused children and their 
supporters. In all, $5 million 
has been earmarked for the undertaking. 

As some of the most vulnerable residents in the 
province, children and youths who have been the 
victims of various types of abuse are wholly depen¬ 
dent on the availability of specialists and related 
programs. 

Without the care that such programs and special¬ 
ists can pro\1de, some of those children and youth 
could find thenrselves on the road to long-term 
mental health problems, says Minster of Human 
Resources Manmeet Bhullar. 

“t'hildren and youth who have been abused or 
neglected are often very affected by the trauma they 
have endured,” said Bhullar. This funding will allow 
us to do a better job of addressing mental healtlt 
concerns of children and youth who are receiving 
interv'ention services.” 

Health Minister Fred Home added, “making sure 
that Alberta children, including those receiving 
intervention services and their families are support¬ 
ed is critical to the future health of our province.” 

The $5 million will be targeted to several specific 
areas, including to “provide child intervention .staff 
with instant access to expert clinical and medical 
consultation that will help them better understand 
available psychiatric treatment plans and appropri¬ 
ate ntedications” and “provide children’s mental 
health supports for high-needs children ;ind offer 
effective strategies to help foster parents and other 
caregivers.” 

The money will also be used to develop a cross¬ 
ministry mental health action plan that will “enhance 
and sustain a high-level of support for children 
involved in child intervention ;md expand the reach 
to support all children and families with mental 
health needs.” 

Last month the prf)vince unveiled a five-point plan 
focusing on enhancing infonnation sharing about 
children in need, addressing the root causes that 
bring children into care, md supporting collab¬ 
orative research to improve services to children and 
their families. 

Together the five-point plan and this new $f) 
milUon mental health initiative represents a very 
intportant investment in the heidth and well-being of 
Alberta children and youths. 

While que.stions remain as to why Alberta chil¬ 
dren and youths do not already have all the heiilth 
resources they rtniuire, these new .steps should 
ensure that more is done to help thos«‘ in need. 

And for that the Rcslford govemnient should be 
conunended.

Review Panels 


The Government of Alberta is continuing its work on 
developing seven regional plans under the direction of the 
Land-use Framework for Alberta. Each plan provides the 
context and guidance for land and natural resource use in 
each region to help achieve Alberta's long-term social and 
economic goals based on a foundation of good environmental 
management. 


Regional plans are developed in consultation with Albertans 
and become legal instruments once approved by Cabinet. 
As such, the Alberta Land Stewardship Act (ALSA) includes 
provisions for requesting a review of a regional plan or 
regional plan amendment. To support this review process, 
the Government of Alberta is creating a standing roster of 
candidates from which it will select members to participate 
in review panels for regional plans once the plans have 
been implemented. The role of the panel will be to consider 
review requests and provide recommendations to the 
Government of Alberta. 


Candidates from the roster will be invited to participate in 
panels based on the subject matter of the review and the 
candidate's area of expertise. Once the roster is established, 
candidate names will sit on the roster for between two to three 
years. The roster will consist of a broad range of stakeholders 
and as such, individuals with a background or interest in 
property rights. First Nations, business, environment and rural 
or urban interests are encouraged to apply.
